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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . In response to applicant's argument 

that the channels are "capable of manipulating, guiding, containing, spontaneously wicking, transporting or controlling a fluid", a recitation 
of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order 
to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it 
meets the claim. The applicant also argues that Sheth fails to teach channels, however, the area between the embossments would be 
considered a channel which structurally reads upon the claims. Seth teaches the embossments can be either the positive type (extending 
out from the film) or the negative type (extending into the film) depending upon the roll used to emboss the pattern. See column 5, lines 
28-30. Therefore, when the embossments extend out of the plane of the surface there are channels there between. Fluid flow would be 
controlled in the sence the fluid would have to travel around these embossments in the channels there between 
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
